REMARKS 

The Examiner's response to the initial application helped the applicant to clarify three core 
characteristics of the claimed invention that the referenced prior art does not have. But despite 
the remarks in the Request for Reconsideration of 12-8-07 showing that the prior art does not 
have these three characteristics, with specific excerpts from the prior art, the Office Action of 4- 
29-08 rejects independent claims 1 and 71 based on representations that the prior art has those 
three characteristics, while citing references containing evidence that it does not.
